tempt to rifle the big safe in the office

Berkeley, wriere the many valuables of 
the institution, under the direction of 
Father Geneburn, are kept, was made 
shortly after midnight last night, when, 
two desperate men removed the "win- 
dow in the room where the safe is 
kept, and began preparations to do the 
work of cracksmen in the office. 


Just as the tWo men who had 'plan- 


ned the job stepped outside to carry 
in the remainder of their tools, their 
presence was 
detected ; by 'the night 


watchman, Stoddard, who is employed 
by the Academy authorities. , 


He was at the further end of the 


grounds when he heard the movements 
made by the burglars, and he hurried 
forward, revolver in hand and pre- 
pared for a battle. In his anxiety to 
get the burglars as quickly as possi- 
ble the night watchman reveal-" his 
presence on the grounds, and then it 
was that the cracksmen who were 
completing their entrance 
Into 
the 


building, discovered their, peril. 
The 


men hurriedly dropped their tools to 
the ground pnd began to make their 
escape, fleeing before the watchman, 
who, by this, time had given up hope 
of catching the menlat their work, but 
hoped to tire them on the chase, and 
perhaps wing them as they ran. 


A shot, from'the revolver rang out, 


but in the darkness the men were com- 
paratively safe from the shot fired by 
the pursuing officer. 
. 


The Academy grounds are thickly 


covered with shrubs and .frees, which 
enabled the burglars to get away with- 
out being captured by the officer. 


Upon returning, to 
the academy 


Watchman Stoddard found the institu- 
tion aroused b- the noise, and an in- 
vestigation was made at once which 
showed the thoroughness of the prep- 
aration made by the crooks of rifling 
safe 
and 
office 
cf the 
acidemy 


There is a large amount of money kept 
in the safe with other valuables, and 
this fact was probably known to the 
burglars. 


The grace of their work shows that 


the men were not amateurs, the job 
having all the marks of professional 
work. 


The tools 'dropped by the men in 


their flight were of the kind used by 
cracksmen 'of the most desperate sort. 


A report.of the affair wastmade at 


once to Marshal Vollmer, and his men 
were detailed on the case. 


The trail made by the fleeing crooks 


is plainly presented through 
the 


grounds of the academy. 


A week ago St. Joseph's Convent 


near the academy was entered by bur- 
glars, who were detected at midnight 
in a lower hall way by Sister Perpetua, 
who gave the alarm, when the prowl°r 
left the place. 


The authorities believe that a g-ing 


of desperadoes .have -been working in 
Berkeley, and more attempts at burg- 
lary and safe-cracking will'be made 
before the gang is captured.

so 
only at a snail's pace with the 


in the wire had lost Its potency and 
there was .nothing for the motorman to 
do save to either wait for'a helping car 
for the rear or else back down the grade 
to the dam behind and make another 
flying attempt to scale the height. 
The. motorman and conducted acted 
upon the latter alternative and allowed 
the car to -slowly retrace. Its passage 
down the western slope to the dam.

He had seen .the Alameda car about, 
as he thought, to round the' curve at 
Oak street and the track was clear as 
he thought for the spurt. 
Tiie next moment, however, he was sur- 
prised to see.'the Alameda car coming 
down tho western hill as he was descend- 
ing the hill on the east, both coaches 


greatest difficulty, and with wheels al- 
most uselessly revolving upon the rails 
which thu oil had made as slippery 
as ice. 
In every instance, sand had 


to be used and even then, the cjimb 
was made only with the ^greatest dif- 
ficulty. 
Some of the cars had no sand and these 
could not make the ascent at all until 
the conductors picked up handsful of the 
loose dirt and scattered it at intervals 
along the greasy surface of the rails. 


CARS CRASH. 


No mishap occurred, 
however, until 


10:30 o'clock when car No. 107 of the 
Alameda line gave up thrj effort to climb 
the hill at Oak street. Tho car had al- 
most reached the curve when it became 
powerless to move.a fraction of an inch 
nearer the business part 
c-f this . city. 
The wheels of the double truck revolver 
like immense "pin wheels" in a pyrotech- 
nic display, grinding the steel rails and(, 
darting rays of flame from the contact 
and friction. 
Only a few feet intervened 
between the stalled coach and a plane 
upon which the vehicle would have been 
able to travel with ease, but that dist- 
ance was as good as a mile. The juice 


being on ..the -same track and traveling 
toward each other.

The Haywarde ^motorman-threw oiT the 
current and locked his brakes, but the 
momentum and the greased track ren- 
dered his precaution .almost valueless, bo- 
cause the car slid along the rails with 
the rapidity of a toboggan.

toward ono another. Passengers on both 
noticed the danger and shouted a hundred 
orders and .suggestions to the respective 
motormen, some men and women jumped 
off on the oiled roadway, while ladies 
screamed 
in apprehension of instant 
death. 
At length the impact came.. The cars 
crashed into one another between thu 
Thomson and Captain Kendall's Bon Ton 
boat house, throwing all the passenger:* 
in a heap while glass rained upon them 
from shattered windows and ventilators. 
Women screamed at the- top of their 
voices and everybody leaped from thii 
cars, which had come to a stand as a 
result of the action -and reaction. 
The rear platform of the Alameda car 
and the front platform of .the Haywardy 
were" shattered, the 
motormen having 
miraculously escaped 
being crushed 
to 
death. 
The noise made by the coming together 
of the cars was heard> for. blocks around. 
Some of the passengers when they dis- 
covered they were unhurt, walked ex- 
citedly away, claiming they would incur 
no more risk for the time being. 
After a delay of some minutes, during 
which it was ascertained that no' one 
was seriously damaged, the cars were 
taken away for repairs, leaving behind 
small mound of glass and splintered

The address tc- King Oscar and the 
Riksdag, adopted by the Storthing yes- 
terday and the Swedish people in gen- 
eral in reply to the long letter which 
the King sent June 13 to the president 
of the Storthing, M. Berner, is of a 
conciliatory character. 
At the same 


time, however, it indicates the unalter- 
able determination of the Storthing to 
adhere to the action taken m dissolv- 
ing the union with Sweden 


The text is as follows: 


THE ADDRESS. 


"Your Majesty, Norway's Storthing 


respectfully begs to address Your Ma- 
jesty and through Tour Majesty Swe- 
den's Riksdag and Sweden's people as 
follows: 


"What has happened 
recently 
in 


Norway Is thp inevitable result of a 
combination of late political 
events, 


and cannot be altered, and it is certain 
that neither of the two peoples is de- 
sirons of returning lo the former con- 
dition of the union; the Storthing is 
of the opinion that it ought not to re- 
consider the various questions of the 
constitution and public law that have 
been brought up in Tour Majesty's 
note to the Storthing's 
president in 


connection with the resolutions adopt- 
ed and on which the Storthing and 
the government have already expressed 
themselves in detail. 


DUTIES OF CROWN. 


"The 
Storthing 
recognizes 
fully 


. Tour Majesty's position and never for 


a moment h'as doubted that Tour Ma- 
jesty's decisions 
are 
in 
accordance 


with what Tour Majesty has regarded 
as the rights and duties of the crown. 
At the same time the Storthing is de- 
sirous of addressing an appeal to Tour 
Majesty, the Riksdag and the people 
of Sweden with the object of contrib- 
uting to the peaceful carrying through 
of the dissolution of the union and the 
safeguarding of the friendship and ac- 
cord of the two peoples of the penin- 
sula. The Storthing has seen from ex- 
pressions of opinion, that the Storth- 
ing felt It to be Its duty to the father- 
land to adopt in declaring the union of 
the two kingdoms dissolved, has 
in 


form and action been considered monf 
tifylng to Sweden. 
That has never 


been its intention. What has happen- 
ed and had to happen in Norway was 
merely the inevitable maintenance of 
Norway's constitutional rights. 
The 


Norwegian people never mtunded to 
assail Sweden's honor. As Tour Maj- 


eaty In council May 26, declared you 
were unable to sanction the Storth- 
ing's unanimous resolution for a sep- 
aration of the Norwegian consular ser- 
vice, and as no Norwegian governmeit 
could be obtained by Your Majesty, 
the constitutional state of Norway was 
so far disjointed that the union could 
no longer be maintained. 


• NEW 
GOVERNMENT. 


"Upon Norway's Storthing therefore 


was imposed the necessity of procur- 
ing without delay a government for 
the country. Every other course was 
closed, all the more so as Tour Maj- 
esty's Swedish government had, April 
25, already explicitly declined to enter 
into new negotiations with Lhe disso- 
lution of the union as an alternative 
in the event that it was found impos- 
sible to arrive at an agreement in re- 
lation to a new form of union. 


"The Storthing, as already stated, 


and the Norwegian people do not foe] 
any bitterness or animosity 
against 


Tour Majesty or the Swedish people. 
The statements to the contrary which 
possibly were uttered 
on 
occasions, 


have wholly and solely been grounded 
on dissatisfaction at Norway's position 
in the union and as that source of bit- 
lerness and animosity "would disappear 
with the dissolution of the union, its 
effects also would vanish.

This procedure 
has caused the leaves to "swell, and .when 
next .the boiling water .is poured on it 
filters through' slowly, and ,is allowed to 
steep for a few moments.

All the lawlessness and violence are not on one side in the Chicago 


Strike. A special policemen employed to escort non-union teamsters 
fatally shot a union driver as he sat holding his reins for calling out, 
"Say, old chap, where did you get that bum uniform'" Of course the 
remark was offensive, but it was unaccompanied by any demonstration 
of violence, and was certainly no excuse for murder 
It appears 


that the shooter was the paid employe of the Employers' Association, 
although clothed with the city's authority and uniform, which shows 
the eiil of swearing in as special officers the hired minions of private 
interests. 
This man cared nothing for keeping the peace, he was 


a hired fighter masquerading as a peace officer. 
In all disturbances 


he was a partisan, and a hired one at that, not an impartial upholder of 
the law. 


The professional strike-breaker, with bands of hired roughs at his 


back, is responsible for many of the violent outbreaks growing out of 
Strikes 
He gathers plugughes all over the country to make a bluff 


at working in the place of strikers while in reality they are paid big 
wages as fighting men 
These roughs are given police permits to 


carry arms, and they are backed m everything they do by all the 
power of organized wealth 
They are often sworn 
in 
as deputy 


sheriffs, deputy marshals or special police by complaisant officials who 
take little trouble to ascertain the characters and antecedents of the 
men they are clothing with the mantle of authority and the right to 
carry arms 
If it suits the purposes of their employers these men will 


make a row at the drop of a hat 
They are a band of organized 


mercenaries, uho know they will be taken care of at all hazards They 
are an>thing but honest workmgmen trying to earn a peaceable living 
A professional strike-breaker has filled Chicago with roughs and it is 
to be noted that violence and lawlessness have increased since their ad- 
vent 
Indeed, the circumstances indicate that they have in some in- 


stances deliberately started riots by assaulting men without provoca- 
tion or excuse 
Of late they have been shooting into crowds in a 


reckless fashion that should be summarily stopped 
A luffian is a 


ruffian no matter who pays him or whose uniform he wears. 


In Chicago the teamsters struck because their employers required 


them to deliver goods at an establishment which was under ban of the 
Garment Workers' Union 
In Oakland the wholesale butchers have 


refused to stippH retail butchers who supply restaurants that employ 
muon help 
There reall> isn't much difference in method between 


the wholesale butchers of San Francisco and the Teamsters' Union 
of Chicago 


Mayor Dunne says he believes politics can be kept out of the 


street railroads under municipal ownership 
Chicago has never been 


able to keep politics out of her water works and neither has New York. 
Philadelphia has never been able to keep politics and graft out of her 
gas works 
Now, how is Chicago going to inaugurate a different 


policy when municipal ownership has already been made an issue m 
the labor unions and party politics? The labor unions declared for 
municipal ownership of public utilities and exerted their strength 
in politics to carry it 
What nonsense, then, it is to assert that 


unionism and political influence can be kept out of the street railroads' 


General Lme\itch reports that when his soldiers learned he was 


asking permission to continue the war they made "noisy demonstra- 
tions of approval" Is it not possible that General Lmevitch mistook 
the meaning of the noisy demonstrations, or perhaps the soldiers mis-

Then one of the policemen (who have concealed 


their official character) sa\agely assaults one of the women in the 
street, and assaults and arrests a sober bystander who protests verbally 
agairst the wanton brutality 
In the wmd-up the raging officer ar- 


rests both women on a charge of soliciting 
The officers struck up 


with the women in a saloon after midnight, and accompanied them m 
hail-\vell-met-fellow style till a dispute arose. What sort of women 
did they expect to find drinking in saloons at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing' What were they doing parading the streets with women of the 
unfortunate class7 It is obvious that these police officers were not 
ignorant of the character of their companions; were not actuated by 
any motives of decency or solicitude for good ordei in their nocturnal 
companionship, and only charged the women with soliciting as excuse 
for their own lawless and disreputable conduct But fortunately sev- 
eral citizens employed in the mechanical departments of a morning 
^newspaper saw the wretched Exhibition, and the official rounders will 
have to exonerate themselves before the police commissioners 
Only 


for this circumstance the women would have to pay a fine and put up 
with their beating. Of what avail is the word of two poor street 
walkers against two police officers professing to conserve the interests 
of morality' Those policemen are a pair of dirty birds, who will 
cheerfully add perjury to their other imqui&-i 
They belong to the 


class of police ruffians who not only abuse and maltreat fallen women 
but frequently blackmail them

The Czar Yields to the People. 


At last the Russian people have shown that they have a voice in 


dependent of the Czar and his bureaucrats. They have demonstrate 
that neither the Czar nor his government is the Russian nation, anc 
have finally forced imperial recognition of the right of the people to 
participate in the business of government. The Czar has formallj 
announced that he will call together an elected assembly, stating a 
the same time tha<- the people will henceforth be accorded the right to 
participate m the affairs of government. From now on the people 
will be in a position to gradually popularize the government a 
liberalize its laws and institutions. 


-•The months of strenuous agitation, accompanied unhappily by 


much noting and bloodshed, have at last borne fruit. Despite the 
ruthless measures taken to suppress the popular demonstrations anc 
silence the swelling clamor of discontent, the people have not onlj 
made themselves heard but have forced the imperial government to 
pay heed and acknowledge the justice of their cause. 


The iron ring of despotism has been, broken, and a beginning 


made for constitutional government and popular representation. It 
a sense it is a revolution, for the change promised by the tzar is a 
radical one. While it does not overthrow the existing order, it is a 
virtual conce-ssion of the principle that ultimate power is lodged in 
the nation and not in its titular head or a particular class. The peo- 
ple have been goaded by oppression and misgovernment into telling 
the Czar in plain terms what they want and what he may expect ir 
case their demands are not granted. 


Greaf progress has been made in Russia during the past year. 


In twelve months the people have wrung concessions from the crown 
that nobody dreamed possible two years ago. A series of national 
disasters broke the spell of popular faith in the Czar and nerved his 
subjects to desperation. 
The same conditions and the same state oi 


public feeling preceded the French Revolution. 


It is to be hoped that Russia will be able to shake off the shackles 


of medieval despotism (without such a convulsion as deluged Europe 
in blood for more than t|wenty years. In view of what it was, necessary 
to accomplish, and the obstacles to be overcome in accomplishing it, 
the victory for the people n Russia, incomplete as it is, has been 
achieved with a minimum of bloodshed 
England passed through 


several bloody civil wars before the right of the people to role was 
finally conceded 
In Amenta we fought seven years to achieve inde- 


pendence and France shook the world in her Titanic struggles to 
free herself 
Liberty has had no such bloody travail in Russia as yet. 


There is hope that the day of freedom will come without a cataclysm.'

NEW YORK, June 20 —Archbishop Far- 


ley declared at Carnegie Hall last night 
at the commencement exercises of the 
College of St Francis Xavier, that the 
evils of divorce were fast undermining 
the walls of our society, and that the 
whole structure would shortly collapse 
should no hand be raised to ward oft the 
advance of this tendency. 
The Arch- 
bishop spoke as follows 


"I believe no President since Wash- 
ington's time hu had a more benficial 
effect on the roots of society and the 
family than Roosevelt has by means of 
bis frank declaration. Not only does the 
President preach the doctrine he believes 
but he exemplifies It in his own life and 
his own family stands as an illustration 
of what the Nation's executive thinks

• It is likewise gratifying to find that 
the President has not confined his labors 
in this direction to his own circle wholly 
but the fact is made known to me that 
the Cabinet has taken this question up 
and will deal with it

situation must be gravely considered, and 
we feel that much good will be done if 
effort Is properly directed "

The 
vagrant cats are the real enemy, of the 
mice and rats, and it is a wsll known 
fact that cats, will hunt ihe rodents 
better when they have a. sufficient sup- 
ply of other foodj.1

This is a rather startling reminder, 


near home, of the importance of cats 
in 'the economy of civilization, but cat 
enthusiasts have long ranked them 
among the most useful animals. 
It 


has even been asserted that the rapid 
settlement ' of 
our " Western 'plains 


•would have been Impossible without 
the' aid of cats. The prairies: swarm- 
ed with- mice; The early settlers, far 
from markets, had to store food in 
considerable 
quantities. 
The mice 


soon found the flour barrels, and not 
.only ate the flour, but mixed flour, cof- 
fee, 'sugar and beans inextricably 
to- 


gether. 
Cats became 
in 
great de- 


mand, even at high prices, and saved 
human, existence on the prairies. In 
parts of England near game preserves, 
where cats, as well as hawks and 
owls, are suppressed in the interest of 
the game, farms have been made unin- 
habitable by the plague of rats and 
mice. The United States Government 
makes 
regular 
appropriations every 


year for the support of cats in the 
postofflces. and other public buildings. 
In 
the 
national 
printing office of 


France, '-a small army of cats is> kept 
to protect the paper from mice. 
In 


Vienna the municipal government pro- 
vides for the cats. In Pittsburg, a spe- 
cial strain of cats has been, bred to 
live in cold storage warehouses. And 
private owners 
of 
storehouses and 


warehouses everywhere 'keep cats as 
one of the necessities of .the \ busi- 
ness, feeding" them, regularly, since ex- 
perience shows that they will keep out 
the mice better when properly .fed. 
Since the time of. the ancient Egyp- 
tians, who kept cats in their wheat 
warehouses, and mummified the oats 
of the sacred temples, the cat has 
always been man's most effective ad- 
jutant against the only wild beasts 
with which he is unable to cope alone 
— rats and mice. — Fresno Republican.

For the first time In the.history of ihe 


automobile a demonstration of the use of 
whisky .and a mixture of gasoline, ke^ro- 
sene and alcohol as fuel to propel automo- 
biles has been made. The demonstration 
was made by Young & Miller at their 
garage, 127 Grand 
River avenue, De- 
troit, before the students of the Detroit 
Motor School and of the Y. M. C. A. 


A single cylinder Elmore machine was 


used in the demonstration. Through a 
funnel gasoline was first fed to the engine, 
followed in order by kerosene, alcohol, 
whisky, and then a mixture of all four> 
an Elmore cocKtall. 


With the gasoline the machine obtained 
the usual speed, but the kerosene addet 
still greater speed. The machine contin- 
ued to run with half a pint of alcohol

then with the 
same amount of 
whisky. 
Then came the surprise of the 
test, a combination of all four worked 
as well as any of the fuels and a speed 
of 1500 revolutions a minute was obtain- 
ed.

TRY TO CORRECT GARBAGE 


COMPLAINTS. 


Mayor Mott Submits a Long Report 


to the Council—No Suit 


For the Present. 


Mayor Mott last night transmitted 


to the City Council a lengthy message 
relative to the garbage question, in 
which all of the communications be- 
tween himself and the Pacific Incin- 
erating Company was given. 
Mayor 


Mott suggests that the Council take 
means to see. if a satisfactory collec- 
tion cannot be made ol th.e city's gar- 
garbage at once. 


The Mayor is opposed to an 
im- 


mediate suit being brought as was di- 
rected by a resolution passed by the 
Council at its last 
meeting. 
The 
chief executive suggested that instead 
of. proceeding to bring a suit .which, 
would entail a large amount of liti- 
gation that means for the immediate 
improvement of the collection of both 
garbage and waste matter be devised 
and that both garbage'and wasteland 
not garbage alone be incinerated. . 
In accordance with 
the 
Mayors 


suggestions the Council adopted a res- 
olution expressing it as the sense-of 
the Council that the bringing of a suit 
against the Incinerating .Company .be 
delayed until such time that 
it 
be 


again directed by the Council. 
President A. S. Lilley of the Incin- 
erating Company 
was present last 


night. He said in an interview: 


••It there was a 
reasonable 
offer 
made to us whereby we could dispose 
of our wagons, plant and all we would 
be glad to sell. My company will be 
willing to meet the city half way. or 
else give the right of. collecting gar- 
bage to any one who is willing to pay 
a proper price." 
The entire matter will be taken up 


at the next meeting of the Committee 
of the "Whole o£ the Council, where it 
will be thoroughly discusTSed. 
The following is the Mayor's mes- 


sage: 


THE MESSAGE..! 


"Oakland, Cal., June 17, 1905. 
, "The Honorable the City Council of 
the City of Oakland. 
"Gentlemen: Pursuant to Resolution 


No. 30096 adopted by your honorable 
body on June 5th last, requesting the 
Mayor and City Attorney to take^ the 
necessary steps to enforce the provi- 
sions of the contract existing between 
the Pacific Incinerating Company and 
the City .of 'Oakland, I beg to submit 
the following report in reference to 
this matter.

office of Mayor my attention was call- 
ed to the inefficiency of the service 
being rendered by the Pacific Incin- 
erating Company and I therefore made 
a personal Investigation of the mat- 
ter and on April llth addressed the 
manager as follows:

and I discussed the situation with him

"Notwithstanding this promise 
on 
his part the complaints continued to 
come into 'his department and aJso the 
Board of Health, BO on April 29th 1 
again addressed them as follows: 
"'Oakland, Cal., April 29, 1905. 
" 'Mr. F. J. Melbourne, General Man- 


ager 
Pacific Incinerating Company, 


Twenty-sixth and Magnolia streets, 
Oakland, California. 
" 'Dear Sir: The complaints that are 


coming into this office In reference to 
the manner in which your company la 
gathering the garbage and waste mat- 
ter of this city are'becomlng so num- 
erous, and from my observations In 
many cases justifiable, that I desire 
to call your attention to the following 
noctlons of Ordinance No. 2257, "Pro- 
viding for and regulating the gather- 
ing, collecting, removing and dispos- 
ing of garbage and waste matter.1' 


SECTION SEVEN. 


" 'All garbage accumulated at any 


private dwelling house or residence 
shall be removed by the City of Oak- 
land, its agents, servants, or employes, 
at regular intervals of once a week (or 
oftener at the request of any tenant, 
occupant or lessee), and must be taken 
to the City Garbage Crematory or 
such other crematory as may be here- 
after legally established in said city, 
and must forthwith be consumed and 
incinerated therein to an odorless ash 
and the City of Oakland, its agents, 
servants, or employes, shalj remove all 
ashes and waste matter. 
For such 
services the occupant, tenant or lessee 
of each house or flat shall pay to the 
authorized agent, or collector, of the 
City Garbage Crematory, the sum of 
thirty-five cents per month for each 
ten gallon garbage can, removed once 
a week or less per month; and for

SECTION SEVENTEEN. 


" 'The said garbage collectors shall 


call regularly as provided in this ord- 
inance at all •dwellings. 
residences, 
restaurants, 
shops, stores, boarding 
houses, hotels, business 
houses and 


any other place where 
garbage 
is 
produced or created in said city and 
remove therefrom the garbage can or 
receptacle thereon with its contents, 
and leave s. boiled out, 
clean 
and 
emsty can or receptacle in its place.' 


"You 
will observe from the foregoing 


sections that it is your'duty to remove 
all garbage from b^ery residence at 
least once a week (or oftener it so de- 
sired by the tenant), and 
also all 


waste matter at least once .in .two 
weeks, and further, that said garbage 
can shall be removed from the prem- 
ises and in its place left a boiled out, 
clean and empty can. 
"From investigations that 
I have 


made I am satisfied tj^t you are not,

collect 


the garbage-of the entire city after the 
Federal Court injunction was granted, 
we found that we needed more horses 
and equipment for the regular work 
and therefore purchased 18 horses and 
5 wagons., Owing to the enormous ac- 
cumulation of material which had been 
left by the scavengers and which in 
some instances had not been removed 
for many weeks, we found it neces- 
sary, In order to satisfy our patrons 
and also to get the city entirely clean- 
ed, to engage a great many extra 
teams. By doing this, we have at last 
caught up with our work find can safe- 
ly state that all of our customers will 
receive good and regular service in the 
future. 
" 'One of the 
greatest 
difficulties 
that we have is that .the people do not 
understand section seven of the ordin- 
ance. A great many believe that we 
should take all the garbage and all the 
waste matter for thirty-five cents and 
in a number of Instances have refused 
to pay where we have presented a 
bill for the removal of material in ex- 
cess of that allowed under their con- 
tract. 


" 'Our only recourse under the ord- 


inance is to stop service and 
notify 
the Health Board and this procedure 
causes a great deal of 111 feeling .ana 
therefore complaints are registered. 
" 'Our company lists the equipment, 
is able and is willing to take care of 
each and every one oJ its patrons as 
the ordinance says It shall, but 
our 
company cannot afford to do work in 
excess of 
the 
ordinance! 
without extra pay. 
provision 


" 'A great many of our customers 


who employ what we term a "'one-can 
system" and pay us thirty-five cents 
per month, should have a two and in 
many cases a three-can system and 
pay proportionately. As soon 
these 
people realize the insufficiency of their 
service and increase the number of 
cans, they will be much better satis- 
fied with the system. . 
" 'We are perfectly sure that we are 
doing all that can be expected -of us 
under our contract and If there 
is 
cause for doubt we would request that 
you appoint any fair minded citizen or 
committee of citizens of Oakland to 
investigate the condition 
of 
affairs 
both at the plant and at our office. 
" 'We will welcome such an investi- 


gation and will aid the committee in 
any way possible. 


'"We feel confident that the system 
under which we are working is the 
most sanitary one extant and that if 
the people and all the city 
officials 


would co-operate with us, we would- 
have In Oakland the most up-to-date 
system of garbage and waste collec- 
tion in the United States. 
. '"We thank you for the fair way 
you have treated us and assure you 
that we will be glad to co-operate 
with you with a -view to making tne 
present service "in every way satisfac- 
.tory. Respectfully yours,

"In the interview and also In their 
letter tbey complained that the public 
did not understand the provisions of 
the ordinance which required tile gar- 
bage to be collected separately from 
the waste matter and upon my sug- 
gestion the following notice was ,is- 
sued over the signature of the Health 
Officer and mailed to the public: 
" 'Health Department, 
" 'Fourteenth street, near "W'ashingtoa 
'"Your attention.- :is called to Ord- 
inance No. 2557 regulating the collec- 
tion of garbage and waste matter. 
" 'If your contracts calls for one cin 
per week, the rate Is thirty- five cents. 
per month, and under the ordinance 
you are entitled, to the 
removal of 


twenty gallons (1 barrel) ". of 
waste 
matter, ashes, etc., every two Jweeks 
free . of charge. 
" 
"'A contract for two cans per week 


is at the. rate of sixty-five cirits -por 
month, and entitles ;you to the remov- 
al of two barrels of. waste 
matter 
every two weeks free of charge. 
" 'For the removal of every barrel of 
jvaste matter in excess of the amount 


of your" contract calls for, the garbage: 
company will make an-extra charge of 
fifteen cents pec barrel. 
" "Report complaints regarding ser- 
vice first to the Incinerating Company, 
Main 1068, and if not heeded then re- 
port to the Health Office, Main 242. 
"'DR. EDWARD "VON ADELTJNG,

"Upon receiving still further com- 


plaints I wrote the company again on 
May 6th as follows:

" 'For m^re than six weeks we have 
been neglected—ashes accumulated 
and blown in the house and out by 
the high winds lately prevailing, 
until the nuisance is unbearable. 
This company, visits .the premises 
'about once in ten days for their 
waste can and when asked'to re- 
move the ashes laugh" in your face, 
arid as we burn all our waste— 
that can is a farce.' 
'"Miss Marie J. Touchard, 919 I/in- 
den street, compiains as below: 
" 1 employed that company when 
they 
first 
commenced 
business 
here in Oakland and: found the 
service very- good until the rush 
came, but since then it has been 
wretched. I exercised a great deal 
of patience and after Waiting a 
reasonable time I complained that 
my garbage was not being remov- 
ed twice a week as I was paying 
to have it done. I had to tele- 
phone " many times 
and 
at last 
wrote fro the manager. That last 
effort succeeded in sending four 
different wagons in three days, . 
but now they have gone back to 
their old ways. 
Last wetk my 


can "was .emptied on Monday, and 
not again 
until " this, morning, 
Tuesday.1 
"Kindly investigate these complaints 
and let me have a written report as to 
whether the statements above made 
by these two parties are in accordance 
with your findings.

I there- 
Tore inquired of the City Clerk, Audi- 
tor and Treasurer as to whether or/ not 
they had complied with the above pro- 
vision and was informed .by these fe- 
specive city officials that the Inciner- 
ating Company had never filed a re- 
port nor paid anything into the City 
Treasury, whereupon I sent, the fol- 
lowing notice to the company:

" 'Mrs.' Charles A. Sands of 269 Du- 
rant street writes that she ordered your 
company to furnish her with a two-can 
service; that you have not as-yet done 
so, and in consequence she is compelled 
to put the garbage in a box; that her 
yard is very small, which results in a 
very unsanitary and uecidedly unsatis- 
factory condition. 
" 'A. P. Holland, president United Ab- 
stract Companies, says your service is 
extremely irregular; that he has never 
on any occasion received a clean can, 
but one dripping with liquid garbage, 
which bears every indication of having 
been collected from some other house 
shortly before.

and waste matter and refused' to pay 
extra for the hauling awa;r of same, but 
finally made the separation and burned 
the garhjge in a vacant lot next door, 
and were then cleaned us>. They have 
no number on their house and are with- 
in a hundred feet of » No. 149 on the 
same street. The writer had to call at 
nearly every house on_the street before

pressed in this office a willingness to 
have a two-can service, hut we find that 
she did ask-for same through the "Board. 
of Health. 
" 'At the borne of A. P. Holland, K4S 


Telegraph avenue, we find after ques- 
tioning the help that, they did have one 
dirty can some six or seven weeks ago, 
which was complained of and removed 
at once. Mrs. Holland complained that 
the can setting in her yard this morning 
was dirty. 
Our 
representative called, 


and after rubbing his hand about the 
Inside failed to show any results. 
" 'Last week 
we 
were considerably 


rushed and it Is probable that we missed 
some cans throughout the city. We did 
not work on Decoration Day because of 
the fact that It was a legal holiday and 
we were compelled to crowd the fifteen 
or sixteen hundred cans that should have 
gone to the crematory on that day in 
the work done in the balance of the 
week, but we feel sure, that we are on 
time with bur garbage today throughout 
the city.

"This covers the entire correspondence 


during my Incumbency as Mayor that 
has taken place between this office and 
the Pacific Incinerating Company, but 
in addition to the above I have had 
numerous interviews with, the officers of 
said company, on which occasions I at 
all times Insisted and demanded that 
their- obligations to the people be ful- 
filled strictly in accordance with the eon- 
tract and ordinance. 


"It will thus be observed that this 


office haa endeavored to compel the In- 
cinerating Company to do its full duty 
in the matter.of gathering and disposing 
of the,city's garbage and waste matter, 
and It will also be Been that on every 
occasion the company, through Its .offi- 
cers, has assured me that its service was 
being improved and 
that they were 


equipped to give satisfaction. 


"Notwithstanding this my personal "ob- 


servation and Investigation satisfies me 
that they are not sufficiently equlppeA 


and more satisfactory method than the 
one now in use. 


"In my. judgment the 
Ideal method 


would be for the city to own and operate 
the incinerator, requiring all refuse of 
whatever nature to be ..brought to the 
crematory ;md 
charging the persona 


bringing th<» same sufficient "price per 
ton to pay the running expenses. There 
is, however, some question whether or 
not the iBlrj- has the power lander the 
charter to operate 
such an establish- 


ment, ^but this matter should receive 
your careful consideration. 
\ 


"I am informed that your honorable 


body adopted a resolution directing the 
City Attorney to commence a euit against 
the^Pacift-;; Incinerating Company to have 
the contract now existing annulled. AJ 
this would entail litigation of an indefi- 
nite period, with no immediate relief to 
be afforded, I.would recommend that this 
action be not pressed for the present, 
and that instead an Immediate investiga- 
tion be made to ascertain if some other 
solution may not be had and a garbage 
service established which will be-satis- 
factory in all respects. 


"In conclusion I beg to suggest • that 


in dealing with this important problem 
your honorable body shall 'give Its atten- 
tion first to insuring a continuance of 
the sanitary methods of destroying the 
garbage.

"In the second, there must.be'.a; system 
that shall give a service sufficient • to 
the requirements of the householders and 
other patrons. 
-

"Third, the financial side of the-ques- 


tion should be carefully studied. . Any 
changes that may be suggested to be 
made in thiy contract must be carefully 
considered, so that while the incinerat- 
ing plant may . be self-sustaining, the 
cost of this service to the people mu*t 
not be burdensome.

"I am informed that in estimating the 
quantities of garbage and waste matter 
produced by our people, upon which the 
charges for gathering and disposition of 
the - same "were regulated, statistics . of 
Eastern cities were 
used. • This has 


proven a miscalculation because a city 
situated as Oakland is produces both 
more fearbage and waste 
matter per 


capita than an Eastern city, owing to 
the greater consumption of green fruit 
and vegetables and to the fact that 
nearly 
every 
household maintains a 
flower . garden, 
which necessarily In- 


creases what is known as waste matter, 
which Includes trimmings from ihrub- 
bery and lawns. 


"The people of Oakland seemed to 


have understood that the Incinerating 
Company were to cremate both the gar- 
bage and "waste matter and numerous 
complaints have been made that waste 
matter was being dumped about the city. 
The ordinance provides that 
only the 


garbage is to be incinerated to an odor- 
less ash, and in consequence waste mat- 
ter has been dumped in various parts 
of the city and particularly in the nelgh- 
•borhood of the Incinerating Company's 
plant, which has caused an unsightly 
nuisance. In this respect they have not 
violated the law, but • it seems to me 
that in making any future arrangements 
provision shield be made for this por- 
tion of the city's refuse to be cremated. 


"The present method of gathering the 


garbage In covered cans is in my judg- 
ment superior to that ' formerly in use, 
but fhere can be no question that it en- 
tails greater expense. And in a recent 
interview with one of the company's at- 
torneys I was informed that the cost of 
gathering and cremation was so great 
that the revenue derived was insufficient 
to maintain ttie concern. This is.a mat- 
ter that youl honorable body should in- 
quire, closely into, because notwlthstand- 
irig-the,poor.service tbat.has;been rend- 
ered :the" minimum Icharge'-allbwed.^by the 
-ordinance Is greater than that paid for-' 
merly by householders. 
There 
is no 


dimbt whatever that the present method 
of gathering and disposing of the garbage 
costs the Incinerating 
Company more 


money than it did those persons who 
formerly -were engaged in gathering it 
and disposing of it about the city, still 
If the service Tiad been satisfactory it 
would have been worth more—because 
the former is certainly the best sanitary 
method- of disposing of a city's offal, 
while the latter should not or would not 
be tolerated In a well-governed or.prop- 
erly regulated city..'. - 
' . . . ; 


"However, the question before, us Is 


how to meet the situation and-secure a 
better service, at the "same time-" safe- 
guarding the public from overcharge and 
insuring the sanitary disposition of the 
ciVys refuse, 
-"At the present: time we--have a con- 
tract with a corporation •? that- is acting 
as_the city's agent in this matter and 
which has the exclusive right to not 
only gather but to dispose of the city's. 
garbage and waste- matter. 
There U 


some question whether it was wise, to 
haie granted the exclusive right to 
gather all the refuse, because It removed 
the competitive feature, which did and 
woulS have regulated not only the .price 
but the promptness and regularity-of .th« 
service. The latter to the chief, causer of 
complaint; the price has b£en satisfac- 
tory, but the irregularity of Catherine 
the garbage, particularly the waste mat- 
ter, has caused the people great annoy- 
ance.

"The experiment Oierefore, particularly
